Attorney Says Chiesa Lacked Power To Fire Giampoli 


San Rafael’s chief of police 
lacks authority to lire a mem­ 
ber of the police force, the at­ 
torney for ousted Lt. Nick 
Giarftpoli contends in a writ­ 
ten argument to' be considered 
tonight by the San Rafael City 
Council. 
The argument is Giampoli’s 


answer, through San Francisco 
attorney William J. Murphy, to 
Chief Charles J. Chiesa’s oust­ 
ing of the lieutenant last De­ 
cember for failure to report 
for duty. 
Copies of police memoranda 
on the Giampoli case were giv­ 
en to Murphy after an incon­ 


clusive public airing of the mat­ 
ter by the city council on Feb. 
18. The council found its hands 
tied for action, because notice 
of appeal had not been filed 
within the time provided by 
ordinance — to say nothing of 
the fact that no appeal board 
exists. 


But the council's hands are 
not tied, attorney Murphy con­ 
tends, because it — and not the 
police chief — has sole power 
to discharge a policeman. 
He bases this on alleged dis­ 
crepancies among city charter 
provisions, section 2.20.100 of 
the San Rafael Municipal Code, 


which sets up authority for dis­ 
missal, and the city’s civil ser­ 
vice regulations. 
Article 6, Section 12 of the 
charter says “the council shall 
have power by ordinance or 
resolution . . . to determine the 
mode of removing” any em­ 
ployee. 


Section 2.20.100 of the code 
says “any appointing officer or 
department head in .whom is 
vested disciplinary or removal 
power” may fire for reasons 
set forth, one of which is fail­ 
ure to perform duties. 
“In addition to the council,” 
this section continues, “the de­ 


partment head, whether or not 
he is an appointing officer, is 
designated as an officer ‘vest­ 
ed with disciplinary or removal 
power’ within the meaning of 
this section.” 


Charter section 8, article 6, 
says “the department of police 


shall be under the direction of 
the chief of police.” 
All this is superceded, how­ 
ever, contends Murphy, by res­ 
olution 1696 of the city coun­ 
cil, 
defining the 
appointing 
power in regard to the person­ 
nel ordinance. This, he holds,

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Bagley Asks 
Policy Power 
For Rafferty 


I-J Special Report 


SACRAMENTO — Assembly­ 
man William T. Bagley (R-San 
Rafael) today introduced a bill 
to transfer educational policy­ 
making powers from the ap­ 
pointive state board of educa­ 
tion to the elective state super­ 
intendent. 
“The superintendent of pub­ 
lic instruction was selected by 
the voting public on the basis 
of policies enunciated by him,” 
said Bagley. "Under the pres­ 
ent system of administration, 
there is no possible assurance 
of establishing or continuing a 
stated program by the super­ 
intendent. It is thus time to 
clear up the situation that so 
vitally affects the future of our 
system of education and the 
futures of our school children.” 
The 
Marin-Sonoma 
assem­ 
blyman 
said, 
however, that 
“the question to be determined 
. . . is not any present or pros* 
pective conflict between given 
persons or policies, but it is 
simply a question of establish­ 
ing good administrative prac­ 
tice.” 
As the law now stands, pol­ 
icy is established by the ap­ 
pointive board. The elected su­ 
perintendent is charged with 
executing the policies of that 
board. This has already been a 
source of discord between the 
board of education and newly- 


elected 
Supt. 
Maxwell 
Raf­ 
ferty. 
“It is unfair to the State of 
California and to the superin­ 
tendent of public instruction to 
ask him to do a job and then 
possibly tie his hands through 
outdated 
governmental 
ma­ 
chinery,” declared Bagley. 
The bill, prepared for Bag­ 
ley by the office of the legisla­ 
tive counsel, would amend four 
sections of the Education Code, 
specifying that the superin­ 
tendent, rather than the board, 
has general policy determining 
powers 
except 
in 
conection 
with c h o o s i n g elementary 
school 
textbooks. 
Textbook 
choice is vested in the board 
by a constitutional provision 
and 
could 
not 
be 
changed 
without submission to the elec­ 
torate, Bagley noted. 
Bagley noted that Gov. Ed­ 
mund G Brown and the gover­ 
nor’s welfare study commis­ 
sion both 
recommended re­ 
cently that policy powers be 
taken from the state board of 
social welfare and given to the 
director of social welfare. The 
proposed legislation 
w o u l d 
bring a comparable change in 
the education field. 
Bagley said the draft of the 
bill had been about two weeks 
in preparation, during which 
“many other legislators have 
voiced support for this type of 
legislation.”

STIRS UP A STORM

A folksy letter from Max 
Rafferty, state superintendent 
of education, in which he made 
suggestions to presidents of 
school boards on how they can 
improve education for their 
“kids,” has some Marin school 
board chairmen steaming. 
Others are pleased and en­ 
thusiastic. 
Still 
other board 
presidents simply say “no com­ 
ment.” 
The letter, under date of 
Feb. 25, is addressed to “Dear 
School Board President.” It 
opens: 
“This letter is strictly from 
me to you. You can throw it 
in 
the 
wastebasket 
without 
reading it, or you can take it 
up with your school adminis­ 
trator and try to implement 
whatever ideas seem sound. 
From time to time, I'll be writ­ 
ing you again, with suggestions 
—not orders. What you will do 
with them will be up to you. 
“I 
just survived a tough 
election campaign which took 
me into every corner of the 
state. 
During 
these 
n i n e 
months, I talked and listened 
to many thousands of grass­ 
roots parents and citizens— 
the same people who support 


and populate our California 
schools. Here are a few of the 
things 
they 
want, 
and 
my 
recommendations on how to get 
them in your school district.” 
(“your” is underlined.) 
The letter then lists three 
recommendations: more use of 
phonics in reading instruction, 
less time spent on non-instruc­ 
tion matters in class, and teach­ 
ing of history, civics and ge> 
grapiiy 
rather 
than 
“social 
studies.” 
Marin school trustee presi­ 
dents' opinions ranged from en­ 
dorsement to denouncement. 
Dr. Joseph C. Sereda, president 
of the Novato Unified School 
District board, said the sug­ 
gestions 
were 
good 
ones. 
George M. Wood, president of 
the Mill Valley district board, 
saw in the 
letter a veiled 
ihreat to autonomy of local 
boards. 
Wood 
took 
exception 
to 
everyone of the suggestions. 
Dr. Rafferty suggested: “If 
your primary teachers aren’t 
using an essentially phonics 
approach, try to get them to. 
The ‘configuration’ method — 
where the kids try to draw a 
picture of the word and mem-

Kennedy Wants Americas Strong 


In Face Of "Foreign Imperialism" 


SAN JOSE, Costa Rica UR — ! 
President John F. Kennedy de­ 
clared today his San Jose con­ 
ference with six Middle-Amer- 
ica presidents is designed “to 
s t r e n g t h e n our defences 
against the fores of imperial­ 
ism.” 
In a speech delivered on his I 
arrival at La Sabana Airport, 
Kennedy put the emphasis on 
economic development. He de­ 
scribed the three-day confer­ 
ence as a meeting to bolster 
the common market plan for 
the six nations lying between 


the North and South American 
continents. 
"We seek not the subjuga­ 
tion of new7 lands but the free­ 
dom of our old republics,” 
Kennedy said, “not the ac­ 
cumulation of gold for a few, 
but in search of a better way 
of life for all our people.” 
An hour before the presi­ 
dent’s arrival, a light rain of 
volcanic ash 
began 
drifting 


down on San Jose from Irazu 
volcano, 45 miles northeast of 
this capital. The volcano er- 
rupted last w7eek and still is 
puffing smoke. 


As the ash sifted down from 
cloudy skies, many among the

Steps Into 


Path Of 


Vehicle 


A former Hawaii resident 
was instantly killed early to­ 
day when he stepped into the 
path of a car on Highwaf 101 
a quarter-mile south of the 
Alto overpass. 
Identified by the California 
Highway Patrol as Richard T. 
Hayashi, 52, the victim was an 
itinerant gardener and farm 
laborer carrying a few person­ 
al effects and sandwiches in a 
bundle. 
Dante Tognoli, 55, of 406 
Cascade Drive, Fairfax, owner 
of a meat firm in San Fran­ 
cisco, was absolved from any 
blame for Marin County’s 10th 
highway fatality of 1963—just 
double the five recorded at 
this date last year. 
Tognoli was driving an esti­ 
mated 60 miles an hour south 
in the left lane at 3:10 a.m. 
when Hayashi stepped off the 
divider just in front of him, he 
said. Tognoli told the Califor­ 
nia Highway Patrol he never 
saw' the man until he appear­ 
ed plastered against the hood 
of his large sedan. 
Apparently Hayashi died in­ 
stantly. His body was carried 
on the hood for 135 feet, then 
slide off the side and onto the 
divider. 
Tognoli said he had no time 
to apply his brakes until after 
the accident. As soon as he 
realized what had happened, he 
pulled his car off to the high­ 
way shoulder and used a mo­ 
bile 
telephone 
to 
call 
the 
patrol. 
Knocked out of his shoes 
and socks which were found 
55 feet away, the victim was 
found lying face-down on the 
divider. Sandwiches and other 
debris from the package he 
was carrying were scattered 
I 135 feet north of the body. 
Efforts to trace Hayashi pro­ 
duced an Oakland address in 
January, 1962, and an earlier 
Honolulu address. A state em­ 
ployment card showed that he 
was in Berkeley in 1959. No 
relatives had been found today. 
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A Little Warmer

MIAMI, Fla. (#)— Two American women, the first 
of more than 20 American prisoners expected to be 
freed from Cuban jails within six weeks, 
claim that while in prison they heard 
Russians test-firing missiles. 
“I don't think they could be small 
ones," one woman said. “They shook 
the prison bars in our hands.” 
The women were released unex­ 
pectedly yesterday, “with no strings 
attached,” according to James Donovan, 
the New York lawyer who negotiated 
th eir freedom. 
Geraldine Shamma said the tests 
were conducted every three or four; 
days. 
The other woman, Martha O'Neal 
wouldn't talk about the missiles. How­ 
ever, at one point she said, “I heard 
them so often that I became used to 
them.” 
They said they had been charged 
with counterrevolutionary activity and 
sentenced to 10 years. Neither would 
be specific about the charges.

FORT DODGE, Iowa (UPI)— Three teen-agers and 
their young pilot were killed last night when their light 
plane crashed into a wooded ravine near fig-shrouded 
municipal airport. 
The victims were Michael Beall, 21, the pilot; John 
Frandel, 18; Carmella Condon, 18, Fort Dodge, and 
Loretta Kelly, 19. 
Their four-place Piper tripacer slid into tree tops 
just 75 feet from the home of Donald Schmieder, his 
wife and their 6-months-old child.

Best Tax Benefits For Small Businesses 


WASHINGTON OP) — Small- 
business men would be among 
the most-favored beneficiaries 
of President John F Kennedy’s 
tax program, a study indicated 
today. Their cuts would total 
about 1.2 billion dollars if the 
plan wins approval. 
Small - business 
spokesmen 
were among the gentler critics 
of the tax proposals in House 
Ways and Means Committee 
hearings on the tax bill last 
week. But, in language exact­ 
ly like that of the big-business 


witnesses, they: 
1. Urged curtailed federal 
spending to offset the revenue 
less; and 
2. Opposed many of the tax 
reforms 
by which 
Kennedy 
hopes to cushion the loss — 
including even some changes 
which were designed expressly 
to help small firms. 
The small-business witnesses, 
however, left the net impres­ 
sion that they want tax reduc­ 
tion badly and would be pleas­ 
ed to take the Kennedy plan— 


with several reservations. 
“We are well aware that 
probably the greatest benefit 
flowing from tne proposed re­ 
duction in rates would accrue 
to the small business commun­ 
ity,” said John A. Gosnell, gen­ 
eral counselor of the National 
Small Business Assn.. 
Although the Treasury has 
said that the Kennedy tax pack­ 
age is stuffed with special bon­ 
bons for small businesses, the 
department never has added 
up the tax savings which would 


accrue to the several types of 
firms affected — sole propri­ 
etors, partnerships and small 
corporations. 
Data from the Small Business 
Administration indicates, how­ 
ever, that these groups would 
save roughly 1.2 billion dollars 
under the individual income 
and business tax changes—a 
surprisingly large figure, since 
it is equivalent to nearly half 
the proposed 2.6-billion-dollar 
reduction in corporation rates. 
The savings would go to 


these groups: 
About 233 million dollars by 
Treasury estimate, to the 475- 
000 corporations having earn­ 
ings of $25,000 a year or less. 
This would result from cutting 
the 
normal 
corporation tax 
rate from 30 to 22 per cent. 
Another 
200-million-dollars 
as indicated by SBA figures, to 
firms classed by that agency 
as small businesses but having 
profits 
above 
$25,000. 
This 
would result from the drop in 
the total corporation tax rate

The public, individuals, sold 
heavily when the market was 
declining a n d bought heavily 
when it was rising. 
Financial institutions, com­ 
mercial banks and non-mem­ 
ber broker - dealers d u c k e d 
market trends throughout the 
three days, buying when indi­ 
vidual investors were selling, 
and vice versa.

Due Rail Problems 


SAN FRANCISCO W — The 
Brotherhood of Railway Clerks, 
AFL-CIO, and the Southern Pa­ 
cific Railway signed two agree­ 
ments Saturday in the pres­ 
ence of Federal Mediator Fran­ 
cis O’Neill. 
The first of the two agree­ 
ments settled the question of 
job losses caused by automa­ 
tion and new procedures. 
Southern Pacific agreed to 
reduce the total number of 
clerks jobs only through natur­ 
al attrition. That is, 11,000 
clerks jobs will be whittled 
down only as workers quit, get 
promoted, re tire, die or are 
fired for cause. 
The second agreement com­ 
mitted five “insoluble” union- 
manangement problems to a 
three-man arbitration board. 
The five issues to be settled 


by arbitration deal with work­ 
er retraining programs; meth­ 
ods of altering the layoff rate 
in case of an unforeseen eco­ 
nomic decline by the railroad; 
means of bringing the company 
back to the agreement quickly 
once a financial emergency is 
past; methods of compensating 
employees for transfers to dis­ 
tant jobs; and ways of rehabil­ 
itating workers who cannot ad­ 
just to retraining. 
President John F. Kennedy 
named Prof. J. Keith Mann of 
Stanford University to be the 
neutral member of the arbitra­ 
tion board.

orize it—is all right as a sup­ 
plement t othe phonics method, 
but not as a replacement for 
it.” 
Wood declared both reading 
methods have m erit and should 
receive equal emphasis. “I dis­ 
like the idea of being commit­ 
ted to one m ethod,” he said. 
Rafferty asked board presi­ 
dents to ‘‘be sure the tail isn’t 
wagging the dog in your school 
district. See how much time is 
being spent in the classroom 
collecting money for worthy 
causes, taking the lunchroom 
count, listening to administra­ 
tive announcem ents over the 
public address system, and ex­ 
cusing the pupils to go to as­ 
semblies or athletic contests.” 
‘‘Dr. R a f f e r t y shouldn’t 
judge all districts by the one 
he adm inistered,” Wood snort­ 
ed. 
To Dr. Rafferty’s objection 
at lumping geography, civics 
and history under the “social 
studies” label, Wood said these 
subjects are inter-related and 
cannot be taught separately. 
Grouping them together, he 
said, has been one of the most 
“thrilling” 
achievements 
in 
education. 
Wood, who was most out­ 
spoken of all school board 
presidents reached by the In- 
dependent-Journal, 
admitted 
that he was prejudiced. “I was 
a very strong supporter of 
Richardson and still am,” he 
said. Ralph 
Richardson was 
Rafferty’s 
opponent 
in 
the | 
November election. 
“The letter only confirms 
my opinion that Dr. Rafferty 
is not an edpcator but simply 
a cheap politician,” Wood as­ 
serted. 
Philip Smith, president of 
the San Anselmo School Dis­ 
trict board, viewed the letter 
as “propaganda,” but did not 
want to comment on it in de­ 
tail. 
Delman D. Smith, president 
of the Tamalpais High School; 
District board, would not com­ 
ment except to say that he 
thought the letter should have 


been sent to the board as a 
whole and not to an individual 
m ember. 
W alter J. Doll, president of 
the Dixie School District board, 
said he agreed with some of 
the suggestions, but objected 
to the “general tone” of the 
letter. He said he believes geo­ 
graphy, civics and history are 
inter-related and cannot 
be 
taught separately. As to phon­ 
ics in reading instruction, he 
said it is already emphasized 
as the teaching method in the 
Dixie district. He said Raffer- 
ey’s allegation of time lost to 
other activities than instruc­ 
tion did not apply in the Dixie 
district. “There’s very little of 
that at the elementary level,” 
Doll said. 
Roderick P. Martinelli, presi­ 
dent of the San Rafael Board 
of Education, said he thought 
most of Dr. Rafferty’s sugges­ 
tions were already being fol­ 
lowed in San Rafael schools. 
Phonics is the basic reading in­ 
struction method and lost in­ 
struction time is a “perpetual 
problem ” but the district is 
doing all it can to prevent it, 
M artinelli said. However, he 
thought that in teaching a sub­ 
ject such as geography, it is 
logical to include related sub­ 
jects. 
Dr. Sereda was enthusiastic 
about Dr. Rafferty and his pro­ 
gram. 
“They are talking about it 
all across the country,” he said. 
“He’s really gotten people in­ 
terested in education.” 


Economist To Speak 
On Education At School 
“ An economist looks at edu­ 
cation in California” will be the 
topic of a speech by Dr. Thom­ 
as P. Lantos, San Francisco 
State College professor of eco­ 
nomics, Wednesday at 4 p.m. 
in the San Rafael High School 
auditorium . 
Lantos will speak to m em ­ 
bers of the San Rafael Teach­ 
ers’ Assn. and Marin County 
school trustees and adm inistra­ 
tors. He is a consultant to the 
California Teachers’ Assn. 


He said Rafferty’s sugges­ 
tion open to most debate is 
that regarding social studies. 
“There are pros and cons,” Dr. 
Sereda said. 
Mrs. Elizabeth M. 
Deedy, 
president of the Marin Junior 
College District board, thought 
the Rafferty suggestions had 
m erit but did not think they 
applied to the college. 
“If the suggestions had come 
from someone less controver­ 
sial than Dr. Rafferty, I don’t 
think anyone would object,” 
Mrs. Deedy said. 
Other board presidents who 
were reached but refused to 


comment w ere Mrs. Pauline 
Secor, Larkspur; Mrs. Juanita 
Cobb, Sausalito, and Mrs. Fay 
Jensen, Fairfax. 
The letter made at least one 
school superintendent in Cali­ 
fornia very unhappy. John H. 
Sugden Jr., superintendent of 
one one-school Happy Camp 
Union Elementary School Dis­ 
trict in Siskiyou County, wrote 
a hot answer to Rafferty, say­ 
ing that such comments should 
be sent to him, not the school 
board. Sugden said his contract 
expires in June and if Dr. Raf­ 
ferty wanted the job he was 
welcome to apply.

Still Need More Adequate 
Rocket Testing Assurance 


THE GREAT EXPERIMENT 


We don't want any rocket-testing at 
the old Tiburon Naval Net Depot, over­ 
looking Paradise Cove. 
Thanks to the Marin County Develop­ 
ment Association and others, our new 
congressman, Don Clausen, seems to be 
well aware of Marin's collective feelings 
on this point. 
It is to Clausen’s credit that he has 
“followed through” to the point of get­ 
ting assurances from representatives of 
the Navy Department in Washington 
that there will be “no rocket research in 
San Francisco Bay” in connection with 
plans to use the old Net Depot in con­ 
nection with rocket research. 
This is most welcome assurance. 
But as President Dan Davis of the De­ 
velopment Association has indicated, it 
is only half the assurance that’s needed. 
We don’t want any rocket testing on 
shore, either. The use of the old Net 
Depot for scientific research of a labor­ 
atory nature can be quite compatible 
with the fact that the Tiburon peninsula 
is a prime residential area and that Par­ 
adise Cove is a prime recreation water­ 
way. 


It not only can be; it must be com­ 
patible. 
And we all want assurances that it 
will be, ashore as well as afloat. 
We hope that the Development Asso­ 
ciation and others interested keep after 
all concerned until final, full, total assur­ 
ances are adequately stated. 
And we hope that Congressman Clau­ 
sen continues to follow through until 
the matter is disposed of to the satisfac­ 
tion of the citizens of Marin. 
We r e c a l l that in the 1940s the 
Armed Services once planned a huge 
ammunition depot on Corte Madera tide- 
lands facing Paradise Cove. 
Public clamor helped save us from 
that threat. 
In the 1950s, the Corps Of Engineers 
proposed the establishment of dynamite 
loading areas off shore at P a r a d i s e 
Cove. We all rolled up our sleeves and 
worked successfully for the burying of 
that proposal. Now we are concerned 
about the threat of rocket testing at the 
old Naval Net Depot. Let us hope we can 
be successful in alleviating this threat, 
also.

Planning Needed 
EDITOR 
Independent-Journal 
Our mutual friend Pogo in 
talking about birth control 
said something to the effect 
that everybody is for it “after 
they has been born them­ 
selves.” 
Probably an element of this 
feeling will be found in those 
of us who are about to see 
much of our country’s beauti­ 
ful pasturage converted into 
housing. Having already built 
our homes, we would prefer 
the status quo. 
Some of my neighbors and 
I do recognize the inevitable 
building trend, however, and 
wonder if your paper would 
add one more service to your 
already fine coverage. Would 
you not take on the task of 
keeping your readers alerted, 
not only to the problems, but 
to what is being done (or 
should 1 say ignored) in the 
field of planning. 
For example, the several 
hundred acres that lie in the 
pocket between Sleepy Hol­ 
low, San Anselmo and San 
Rafael are under considera­ 
tion for zoning. Practically all 
of this land is unincorporated 
and was originally considered 
by the County Planning Com­ 


mission for first class residen­ 
tial development. At the meet­ 
ing which the Commission 
held for this purpose, no one 
came to support but many 
came seeking zoning for mul­ 
tiple dwellings. I understand 
another hearing has been set 
for April 1. Perhaps some­ 
thing can be done by then. 


Some of us were surprised 
at the attitude expresed by 
the San Anselmo City Coun­ 
cil to this planning. The atti­ 
tude is one of waiting for 
someone else to take the ini­ 
tiative. But surely, if all of 
the neighboring communities 
were to at least express their 
desires to the county, this 
would carry some weight in 
county planning. 


The problem of overcrowd­ 
ing in our schools is already 
with us and if we permit hap­ 
hazard additions to our cities 
the situation will be worsened. 
The problem of engineering 
moreover is probably the most 
worrisome to many of us. 
Most of the land in question is 
steep, hilly terrain. There 
will 
obviously 
be 
serious 
drainage and road problems 
to contend with and many of 
us recall the failure of ostens­ 
ibly qualified engineers to 
solve similar problems in the 
bay area in the not too distant 
past. Need more be said. 


If your paper shares my 
view that some correlated 
planning should be done, per­ 
haps you would start the ball 
rolling by devoting a column 
to the topic. As things stand 
at present, a man in San Ra­ 
fael cannot become aroused 
over an apartment being built 
next to Sleepy Hollow, nor 
can a man in Sleepy Hollow 
understand the concern of 
people in the valleys which 
abut these hills. If the devel­ 
opers are permitted to build 
up this area with piecemeal 
planning, some day soon it 
will be to late to obtain con­ 
certed action and adequate 
safeguards. Perhaps if your 
readers 
should understand 


that our elected officials will 
do nothing about this until 
they are asked to act, they will 
make their wishes known.

NOW THAT THE Novato 
City street department has 
done such a good job clean­ 
ing the weeds off South No­ 
vato Boulevard and discing 
the roadsides, one can easily 
see what a simple job it 
would be to widen a large 
portion of that street to four 
lanes and put sidewalks along 
each side.

Of 
course we reported it to the 
park headquarters immedi­ 
ately. We were laughed at be­ 
cause it happens so often at 
Shell Beach, we were told. 
Whoever it is hides, watches 
the cars, makes a quick break- 
in for money and then leaves, 
so we were told. I suggested 
a stake-out, but was told that 
it was impossible because 
they didn’t have enough em­ 
ployees. This is the old bu­ 
reaucratic excuse for not do­ 
ing something. 
We went to Santa Rosa and 
reported it to the sheriff’s 
office. While we were there, 
two other men came in who 
had their cars broken into 
during the day. One had lost 
a pair of binoculars and the 
other a good imported cam­ 
era. 
The deputy sheriff who

State Aid For Public Libraries 
WininngFavor V/jth Legislature 


SACRAMENTO (CNS) Cali- 
fornia’s legislature has an op­ 
portunity to perform a con­ 
structive 
service for local 
libraries this year through 
Governor Edmund G. Brown’s 
budget, and also a measure 
introduced by Assemblyman 
Jerome Waldie (D-Contra Cos­ 
ta). 
The budget contains an 
item of $850,000, to be used 
to assist local libraries of the 
state, and Assemblyman Wal- 
die’s bill, AB 590, would ef­ 
fectuate the budget item and 
p r o v i d e t h e procedures 
through 
which 
the 
funds 
would be disbursed. 
Similar measures have been 
before the legislature in the 
past, but have not been con­ 
tained in the budget. They 
have been lost, probably be­ 
cause they were special ap­ 
propriations and the legisla­ 
ture looks with some disfa­ 
vor on special appropriations, 
particularly during sessions 
of tight budgets. The budget 
is tight enough this season, 
but Governor Brown has tak­ 
en the somewhat unfortunate 
situation of the libraries into 
consideration and has made 
provision for starting them 
off anew in service to the pub­ 
lic. 


BOTH THE BUDGET item 
and the Waldie measure will 
have wide support throughout 
the state. An organization 
known as “California Citizens 
for Better Libraries” has been 
formed, and is headed by 
Samuel Leask Jr. of San Fran­ 
cisco and , Santa Cruz, who 
now is a member of the State 
Personnel Board. 
In a letter to civic leaders 
throughout the state, Leask 
said: 
“You are undoubtedly aware 
of the significant role which 
the public library plays in 
providing information a n d 
the means for understanding 
and cultural enrichment to 
all members of the communi­ 
ty. 
“W e 
believe, 
therefore, 
that you will be shocked, as 
we were, to learn of the des­ 


perate plight into which oui 
California libraries have fal 
len. The population surge has 
overwhelmed l i b r a r y re 
sources. The number of books 
per capita held by public 
libraries has declined to the 
level of 1921. 
“At the same time, accel 
erated technological revolu 
tion and the expansion anc 
enrichment of our school sys 
terns have placed unprece 
dented demaids upon the bool 
collections and informatior 
services of our libraries.” 


ALTHOUGH STATE aid t( 
libraries is contemplated ir 
the Waldie bill, Carma R 
Leigh, state librarian, em 
phasizes the fact that there is 
no intent either in the bill, oi 
on the part of the state li 
brary, to remove the tim< 
honored, local control of al 
libraries in the state, as pro 
vided by statute at the pres 
ent time. The state librariai 
would disburse the aid fund: 
on the basis of need and pri 
ority. 
Meanwhile, Leask said tha 
civic leaders throughout thi 
state are rallying to the sup 
port of the governor’s budge 
item, and for passage of the 
Waldie bill, which is befor< 
the Education Committee o 
the Assembly.

Zoning Of 1,500 Acres In Fairfax 


Meets Opposition At Plan Session 


Marin County Planning Com­ 
mission members ran into pro­ 
tests today on 
rezoning 
of 
1,800 hillside and hilltop acres 
near Fairfax for single family 
homes, then found they could 
not act anyhow because of an 
error in notices to property 
owners. 
Proposed for rezoning is an 
area which includes Boy Scout 
Camp Tamarancho and nearly 
1,000 
acres 
besides on the 
slopes above Fairfax. It is un­ 
der an interim zoning adopted 
in 1934 which permits agricul­ 
tural and residential uses and, 
according to principal planner 
Sidney 
Shaw of the 
county 
planning department 
is 
so 
vague it “allows almost any 
use.” 
Planner Shaw said single­ 
family dwellings were not in­ 
tended as ultimate zoning for 
all the land, but that is what 
was before the commission to­ 
day. 
Protestants 
didn’t 
t h i n k 
much of that idea. 
E. W. Elliott of 650 Cascade 
Drive, Fairfax, owner of about 
500 of the 1,800 acres, said he 
had considered putting a nine- 
hole golf course on his proper­ 
ty. 
He said residential con­ 
struction would be impossible. 
Also objecting to the pro­ 
posed zoning were Dorothy Ol­ 
son, president of the Fairfax 
Conservation Study Group, and 
residents near the area, includ­ 
ing Dr. H. Jeroam Pruett and 
Mrs. Anthony B. Crossler. San 
Rafael 
attorney Thomas 
E. 
Schaal, representing the Eqi- 
tec Corp., owner of 146 acres, 
said in a letter that the area 
should be studied further be­ 
fore any new zoning. 


Dan Miller, chairman of the 
Fairfax Planning Commission, 
said all roads which might be 
built into the area would de­ 
pend on existing Fairfax city 
streets and would be ‘‘more of 
a headache for us.” 
Shaw said no action could 


be taken because of an error 
in notices to property owners. 
The commission continued the 
hearing until April 15. 
‘‘We should consider many 
kinds of zoning for the area at 
that time,” chairman William 
Upton said. 


County Planners Approve 
Safeway Store In Tiburon 


Construction of a 19,000- 
square-foot Safeway store op­ 
posite the Boardwalk Shopping 
Center in Tiburon was approv­ 
ed today by the Marin County 
Planning Commission. 
The market, on property 
owned by Frederick G. Zelin­ 
sky of Tiburon, would be the 
initial development in a shop­ 
ping center. 
Commissioner Felix M. War­ 
burg said the proposed name

Episcopalian 


Leader Tells 
Of Sickness 


NEW YORK (UPI)—The 
Rt. Rev. Arthur Lichten- 
berger, spiritual leader of 
th e nation’s 3.5 million 
Episcopalians, has disclosed 
that he has Parkinson’s disease. 
But the 63-year-old support­ 
er of church unity said yester­ 
day he will try to carry on as 
the church’s presiding Bishop 
at least until the general con­ 
vention of 1964. 


MUSCLE AILMENT 
Parkinson’s disease, a pro­ 
gressive disorder named after 
and English physicial who de­ 
scribed it 1817, is a nervous 
muscular ailment that can pro­ 
duce abnormal posture, poor 
balance, involuntary fast gait, 
f a t i g u e a n d difficulties in 
speaking and swallowing. 
In speaking, “I have a com­ 
pulsion to rush headlong and to 
slur my words,” Rev. Lichten- 
berger told his fellow bishops 
in a letter. 
“It is quite difficult there­ 
fore for me to read the service 
or to speak in public. I am 
hoping for a way around or 
through this. But very reluc­ 
tantly, I must for the next few 
months, at any rate, assign the 
consecrations to other bishops 
and cancel all speaking engage, 
ments,” 


MET POPE 
Reverend Lichtenberger be 
came presiding bishop in 1959 
and was to serve until retire­ 
ment at 72 in 1970. Two years 
ago, he became the first head 
of a non-Roman A m e r i c a n 
church to meet formally with 
a Roman Catholic Pope. He 
paid a courtesy call on Pope 
John XXIII on the way to New 
Delhi and said afterwards he 
was “deeply impressed w i t h 
the Pope’s openness, his sim­ 
plicity and his humanity.” 
In his letter to church sub­ 
ordinates, the presiding Bishop 
said that when his disability 
first began in 1960 “I h a d 
hopted (it) might be corrected 
by surgery before it became 
very noticeable . . . however, 
it seems clear to me that I 
should be quite frank and open 
about this now.” 
He said he t h o u g h t and 
prayed before deciding not to 
resign. “I can continue my pas­ 
toral responsibilities; I can do 
my work as president of the 
national council; I can preside 
at meetings of the house of 
bishops,” he said.

hitters. 
You’ll never be a big 
winner until you do.” 


Sanford 
was 
nearing 
33 
when Dark lectured him last 
spring. 
He had been pitching 
professionally 12 years, five in 


the majors.

armed right-hander had been a 
consistent flirter with the .500 
mark in winning and losing 
games.

In other business, the board 


will review district classroom 
needs and attempt to project 
future needs. Studies indicate 
the need for four new class­ 
rooms, both to reduce class 
sizes and permit expansion of 
the curriculum for seventh and 
eighth grades. Cost is estimat­ 
ed at $120,000. 
The board will hear a report 
on the school’s Saturday sci­ 
ence program, a series of eight 
voluntary sessions in biolog­ 
ical science just completed, 
and a request by the adminis­ 
tration for approval of another 
eight sessions in physical sci­ 
ences. 
A proposal to conduct eve­ 
ning classes for parents who 
want to “brush up” on new 
mathematics teaching methods 
will be discussed. Leister said

lor such classes so that they 
would be better able to help 
children with their math as­ 
signments. 


Court Rejects 


County Unit 


Voting System 


WASHINGTON IUP1) — The 
Supreme Court today outlawed 
as unconstitutional Georgia’s 
county unit voting system on 
g r o u n d s i t 
discriminated 
against city dwellers in favor 
of rural voters. 
The 81 decision held that 
the unit method violates the 
14th Amendment’s equal pro­ 
tection clause. 
In the majority opinion, Wil­ 
liam O. Douglas declared that 
the principle of “one person, 
one vote” must prevail. Justice 
John M. Harlan, the sole dis­ 
senter, said such a political 
philosophy has never been ac­ 
cepted by the courts. 
Harlan noted that only two 
other states, Maryland and Mis­ 
sissippi, have county unit sys­ 
tems. 


NEVER ACCEPTED 
He said the concept of “one 
person, one vote” flies in the 
face of history and has never 
been 
accepted 
as 
political 
philosophy either here or in 
England. 
The court did not spell out 
any general basic rules to cor­ 
rect the Georgia situation. 
In other actions today, the 
court: 
Ruled that an attorney must 
be appointed for any defendant 
w'ho cannot afford one in state 
criminal cases. The 9-0 decision 
reversed ‘previous court deci­ 
sions that an indigent had a 
right to a court-appointed at­ 
torney only if he faced a possi­ 
ble death sentence or if the 
case involved “special circum­ 
stances.” Today's ruling nulli­ 
fied the burglary conviction of 
Clarence Earl Gideon in Bay 
County, Fla. 


COUNSEL RULING 
Ruled 7-2 that an indigent 
defendant must be supplied 
with court-appointed counsel 
on his first appeal of a state 
criminal conviction. The deci­ 
sion entitles two Los Angeles 
men — William Douglas and 
Bennie Will Meyes — to fur­ 
ther court proceedings in their 
appeal from robbery and as­ 
sault charges. 
Freed Charles Noia, a New 
York state convict who was 
sent to prison for life more 
than 20 years ago on charges 
of murder during an armed 
robbery. Two men who were 
tried with Noia were freed by 
appeals 
action 
when t h e y 
claimed confessions were ob­ 
tained from them by police 
brutality. Noia however had 
brought no appeal. 
Ordered a federal court hear­ 
ing for Charles Townsend, sen­ 
tenced to death nine years ago 
for the fatal beating of a Chi­ 
cago steelworker. Townsend, 19 
at the time of the crime, 
claimed that police obtained a 
confession from him by use of 
a “truth serum” injection.

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Some People Donate Willingly 


To Help Uncle Sam Out Of Debt

WASHINGTON (UPD — T h e 
most 
hardened cynic 
would 
take a new view of patriotism 
and conscience if lie could read 
the letters in the Treasury’s 
“ gift” and “conscience funds” 
files. 
With the letters— from the 
semi-literate, 
eggheads 
and 
persons in high public office— 
come cash! 


EVERY YEAR HUNDREDS, 
sometimes thousands, of A m er­ 
icans send Uncle Sam money, 
either in appreciation of their 
country, out of concern for its 
welfare, or to ease a nagging 
sense of guilt. 
“ I think I owe you this,” a 
Maryland man wrote on a piece 
of brown paper torn from a 
paper bag. He enclosed $120. 
Some of the gifts are the sar­ 
castic type. 
“Please 
accept 
this 
small 
token to apply on the national 
debt,” wrote a Palm Springs 
citizen who enclosed a half- 
cent postage stamp. He went on 
to express fear that the nation­ 
al debt “will take its place 
alongside the Tower of Baby­ 
lon—confusion—mentioned in 
the Bible.” (He meant the Tow­ 
er of Babel.) 
In 1948 a Tennessee woman 
left Uncle Sam $70.000. 
In 
1952, a New York woman gave 
the Treasury Department $80.- 
000 of accumulated tax re ­ 
funds. 


MORE RECENTLY, it was 
reported that the late W’illiam 
Berns, a New York. City jeweler 
and the son of an immigrant, 
had willed Uncle Som $250,- 
000— “in appreciation of the 
freedom and liberty afforded 
in this country to all citizens, 
irrespective of race, creed or 
color.” 
From Oklahoma, the Treas­ 
ury received one dollar from a 
man who said he had “very un­ 
willingly” received “a small 
am ount of government-owned 
material that had been ‘appro 
priated’ by another citizen.” 
Money from people who sa> 
they owe it for taxes evadei 
or objects stolen is depositee 
in a “ conscience fund.” Out 
right gifts go into the “gif 
fund.” 
Contributions earm arked fo 
reduction of the national del 
go into a special fund set i 
in 1961 for just that purpo: 


GIFTS 
A N D 
CONTRIBi 
TIONS to reduce the nation, 
debt are deductible, the Inte 
nal Revenue Service reports. 


Money in the conscience and 
gift funds end up in the Treas­ 
ury's general fund, for payment 
of the government’s expenses. 
Until Congress passed special 
legislation last year authoriz­ 
ing the debt reduction fund, 
contributions for this purpose 
also went into the general fund 
if the donor approved. 
The debt reduction fund was 
established on June 27. 1961. 
Contributions through Febru­ 
ary totaled $5.249.99. The debt 
is close to $300 billion. 


Since 1862, contributions to 
the gift fund have aggregated 
$36 million, including $211,- 
221.43 in 1961. The conscience 
fund dates back to 1811, and 
has received $2.7 million, in- 


cluding $61,701.97 last year. 
The year 1848 is the only one 
in which the Treasury received 
no conscience money.

ern School News is nothing to 
get excited about. 
Its circulation is a modest 
4,200, less than many a country 
weekly. It is written in dispas­ 
sionate prose uncluttered by 
modifiers—unexciting by any 
standards. It is now in its ninth 
year telling the same story: the 
desegregation of schools in the 
Southland. 


The school desegregation 
story is no ordinary one and 
nobody tells it as thoroughly 
as Southern School News. 


This monthly newspaper is 
the brainchild of a group of 
Southern newspaper editors of 
widely divergent politics who 
met at a convention just prior 
to the 1954 U. S. Supreme 
Court ruling that school segre­ 
gation is unconstitutional. 
Realizing the need for an im­ 
partial news source, the editors 
formed the board of directors 
of Southern Education Report­ 
ing Service and applied for a 
Ford Foundation grant. 
On Sept. 3, 1954, the first 
issue of Southern School News 
was mailed

makers, educators, judges, gov­ 
ernors and librarians.

books on school desegregation 
in the South and annually pub­ 
lishes a statistical summary 
that gives a statistical break­ 
down of school enrollment fig­ 
ures and a summary of court 
action and the like. 
The man who runs Southern 
Education 
Reporting Service 
is Reed Sarratt, 45, a pipe-puff­ 
ing Phi Beta Kappa from North 
Carolina. He came here from 
the Winston-Salem Journal and 
Twin City Sentinel, where he 
was assistant to the publisher. 
He once wrote editorials for 
the Baltimore Sun. 
Assisting him are Tom Flake, 
a veteran Nashville newsman, 
and Jim Leeson, formerly of 
the Associated Press. 


The reportorial staff of 
Southern School News con- 
s i s t s o f veteran newsmen 
from each of the 17 South­ 
ern states and the District of 
Columbia — 6,229 school dis­ 
tricts—which make up the 
newspaper’s beat.

TA FACTS 
Some Travel Expense 
Car. Be Figured In

On your California and Fed­ 
eral return traveling expenses 
in connection with your em­ 
ployment can be deducted to 
arrive at your adjusted gross 
income. T h i s 
means you can 
also claim the 
standard 
d e - 
d u c t i o n 
or 
itemize, which­ 
ever is better 
for you. 
Out-of-town 
travel expens-1| 
es — traveling 
“away . f r o m 
t h e 
city 
or 
town w h e r e 
you normally work and remain­ 
ing away at least overnight. 
“Travel Expenses” means the 
cost of transportation fares, 
meals and lodging, and in­ 
cludes porters’ tips, hire of 
public stenographers, baggage 
charges, and similar expenses 
necessary to travel. Travel ex­ 
penses do not include enter­ 
tainment or any personal ex­ 
penses such as laundry. 


Other transportation Ex­ 
penses — Even though you 
do not travel away from 
home, you can deduct trans­ 
portation expenses paid in 
connection with your work. 
Transportation expenses in­ 
clude payments for actual 
travel or, if you use your own 
car, the business share of the 
cost of operation, including 
fuel, repairs and deprecia­ 
tion. 


Outside salesmen can deduct 


all their ordinary and neces­ 
sary business expenses. This 
applies only to full-time out­ 
side salesmen. It does not apply 
to one whose principal activ­ 
ities consist of service and de­ 
livery. 


A ny reimbursement of 
these expenses must be in­ 
cluded in your income. At­ 
tach a statement to your re­ 
turn explaining in detail the 
expenses you deduct. Inter­ 
nal Revenue Service provides 
Form 2106 for this purpose. 


Transportation expenses do 
not include the expenses of 
commuting to and from work, 
no matter how far away you 
live. Commuting is a personal 
living expense and is not de­ 
ductible.

He can outfigure any ordin­ 
ary employee, take instructions 
in two languages and translate 
from one to the other without 
pausing for the right word. His 
memory is infallible. He can 
absorb four sets of instructions 
without getting flustered, re­ 
ject what isn’t pertinent, put 
the rest together and come up 
with the right answer. We don’t 
know if he understands chess 
but with the right program­ 
ming he could 
probably out- 
maneuver George Koltanowski 
and Paul Keres after their first 
two moves. 
Eddie is a complete electron­ 
ic data processing system of 21 
separate units and he’ll be in­ 
stalled at Marin Savings and 
Loan in the adjoining quarters 
of the Pacific Coast Title Co. 
after the latter moves to its 
new building on Mission Street. 
His official title is NCR 390, a 
product of the National Cash 
Register Co., and he’ll be the 
general factotum of the ac­ 
counting department, keep all 
records of mortgage and sav 
ings 
accounts, 
prepare 
and 
write reports. 


He will be the first of his 
oversized breed to be installed 
by NCR north of the Golden 
Gate. If he gets lonesome in his 
new quarters, perhaps some ar­ 
rangements can be made for 
him to exchange occasional 
electronic code signals with

“He’s not being brought in to 
replace a single employee — 
except one of his less “sophis­ 
ticated’ relatives which we have 
outgrown,” assures executive 
vice president Fred Enemark. 
“But we should be able to keep 
up our same growth pace for 
several years without firing 
Eddie or adding to the rest of 
the staff.” 
Two of Marin Savings and 
Loan employees will be sent to 
the National Cash Register’s 
programming school in Dayton 
to learn how to give special in­ 
structions to Eddie.
